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Insurance Murder Gang 
Of Four to Die Tonight 


They Tried Repeatedly to Kill Derelict Who 
Had $2000 Policy and Finally Succeeded 
After Many Failures. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 7.—One by 
one, in Sing Sing prison tonight, the 
Bronx insurance murder syndicate— 
the undertaker, Frank Pasqua, the 
speak operator, Anthony Ma- 
rino, the bartender, Joseph Murphy, 
and the fruit dealer, Daniel Kreis- 
berger—are to die in the electric 
chair. 

Their victim was Mike Malloy, a 
derelict of grog houses. The 
syndicate took out $2000 insurance 
on his life, then they set about to 
kill him. It was then that the plot- 
ters began having trouble. Malloy 
was not putting up any deliberate 
resistance, but he would not die. 
First the murdefers tried to kill 
him with oysters pickled in poison- 
ous alcohol. He ate them and lived. 
They served him food loaded with 
ground tin. He never knew there 
was anything wrong with the dish. 
They gave him tainted sardines, but 
these had no effect. Then they de- 
cided to kill him with wood alcohol, 


letting him have all he wanted, 
anytime. Malloy had a capacity— 
he always came back for more of 
“that good likker.” 


ures, the syndicate schemed to 
shoot him, but a woman chanced 
to look out a window at an 
inopportune time and unwitting- 
ly foiled the plot before it could be 
executed. 

So they stupefied the wiking and 
still unsuspecting Malloy with 
liquor and took him, unconscious, 
to a little traveled street. They laid 
him in the street, and ran an auto- 
mobile over him, back and forth. 
Even this did not kill Mike Malloy. 
He was picked up by a passing car, 
and soon was back to see his pals 
once more for more free drinks. 

Finally, they took Malloy to a 
furnished room, filled him again 
with liquor and then turned on the 
gas. The gas did the work. 

Tonight, at Sing Sing, electricity 
will do it.

The Mayor’s office is to be air- 
cooled and equipped with a private 
shower bath and a private elevator, 
in the course of a renovation esti- 
mated to cost $23,5°0. The work is 
now well under way.

President Lincoln Reaches 
Honolulu on Own Power 
but With Navy Convoy.

HONOLULU, June 7.—The liner 
President Lincoln arrived here to- 
day under its own power, with nd 
sign of fire which broke out 150 
miles at sea late last night. It was 
convoyed by the Coast Guard cut- 
ter Itasca and the navy’s fire- 
fighting tug Sunnadin.

Several Navy parties at a beach 
hotel were broken up and the offi- 
cers rushed nine miles to Pearl 
Harbor, where they boarded their 
Ships still in civilian clothes. 

Wireless advices said the 60 pas- 
sengers aboard the liner, bound 
.from San Pedro to the Orient, were 
at no time in danger. 


NIPS OF BRANDY ON TRAINS 


Sixteenth-of-Pint Containers to 
Be Permitted. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 7. — The 
train passenger who likes a nip of 
brandy will be able to get it here- 
after in a bottle containing only 
one-sixteenth of a pint. 

Such a container was authorized 
by the Alcohol Control Administra- 
tion especially to meet the demand 
of Pullman and railroad compa- 
nies.. It is expected ,to appear 
publicly July 1, when other new 
‘standards promulgated by the ad- 
ministration will take effect. After 
that date the standard liquor gal- 
lon will be 231 cubic inches at 68 
degrees Fahrenheit. This will ap- 
ply to whisky, rum, gin, brandy and 
other distilled spirits.

Rival attorneys raced to. the 
Clerk’s office in Federal Court to- 
day to be the first to file petitions 
under the corporate bankruptcy bill 
signed by President Roosevelt at 


11 a. m., wit hthe result. that by 
11:03 three petitions were on rec- 
ord, two proposing reorganization 
of the St. Louis Public Service 
Co. and the other proposing reor- 
ganization of the Laclede Gas 
Light Co. 

The suits were filed on behalf 
of bondholders. The petitioners 
for reorganization of the Laclede 
company hold $5000 o fthe compa- 
ny’s bonds, while one set of peti- 
tioners in the Public Service case 
holds $22,000 in bonds, the other set 
consisting of 10 individuals owning 
a total of $10,000 and a bondhold- 
ers’ committee claiming deposits of 
more than $9,000,000 in bonds. 

Irl B. Rosenblum and Bryan Pur- 
teet, each uncertain of the other’s 
purpose, went to the clerk’s office 
shortly before 11 and there awaited 
word of the signing by the Presi- 
dent. At 11:01 Purteet filed his pe- 
tition for reorganization of the Pub- 
lic Service Co. and one minute later’ 


nblum filed} 
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Purteet, associated with the law 
firm of Bryan, Williams, Cave & 
McPheeters, represents the 10 in- 
dividuals and the bondholders’ com- 
mittee. Rosenblum, with Louis 
Mayer and John C. Tobin, repre- 
sents three bondholders in the La- 
clede petition. With Mayer he rep- 
resents three bondholders in the 
second Public Service petition. 
Laclede Gas Petition. 

The petition for reorganization 
of the gas company alleges insolv- 
ency and asks appointment of a 
trustee to operate the properties 
during the proposed reorganization, 
which would provide for retirement 
of bonds through an annual sink- 
ing fund. Petitioners are Clara 
Wolff, Dora E. Feder and the El- 
rock Investment Co., described as 
owners o fa total of $5000 in La- 
clede bonds. 3 

To show a need for the Laclede 
reorganization, the petitioners al- 
lege that the company is unable to 
meet its bonded indebtedness in 
full and is seeking extension of a 
$10,000,000 issue of 5 per cent mort- 
gage bonds which matured, but was 
unpaid, last April 1. 

The company ‘has paid out ap- 
proximately $11,000,000 in dividends 
and holding company fees since 
1925, it is asserted, without making 
provision for retirement or payment 
of its bonds. 

The petition refers to a bond hold- 
er’s receivership suit pending in 
Federal Court seeking foreclosure, 
adding that only through action un- 
der the amendment to the bank- 
ruptcy act can the Court provide 
adequate protection for bondhold- 
ers. Such protection would be pro- 
vided; it is stated, through a plan 
for retirement of the bonds by sink- 
ing funds, discontinuance of divi- 
dends on common and preferred 
stock and vesting of control of the 
company in bondholders and cred- 
itors in case of default.

After receiving the 
motion Judge McElhinney an- 
nounced that he would rule on it at 


'9 a. m. Saturday prior to arraign- 


ment of the defendants, which was 
postponed until that time. 

The motion for a bili of particu- 
lars, which, if granted, would force 
the State to detail its case more 
fully than is done in the indictment, 
was filed on behalf of Bart Davit. 
After hearing arguments of counsel 
Judge McElhinney announced he 
would rule on it during the after- 
noon, - Pts, ,

Thomas J. Rowe Jr., to the indict- 
ment, is stated in the. motion in 
five counts, as follows: 

First, that the indictment was 
returned and filed in an illegal man- 
ner, on hearsay evidence. 

Second, that persons unauthor- 
ized by law appeared before the 
grand jury during its deliberations 
and while it was voting on the re- 
turn of the true bill. 

Third, that the Prosecuting At- 
torney or his assistants were with 
the grand jury while it was voting 
on the indictment. 

Fourth, that Chief Deputy Sher- 
iff Willmann was illegally allowed 
to read to the grand jury the writ- 
ten statement of a witness who 
himself did not appear. This refers 
to the statement of John C. John- 
son, confessed aid of the kidnapers 
who had turned State’s evidence. 
He was assassinated last May 12. 

Fifth, that the name of Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Anderson was not in- 
dorsed on the indictment by him- 
self. 

Rosegrant had been named by 
Johnson, along with . Davit and 
Felix McDonald, as among the kid- 
napers who held Dr. Kelley prisoner 
on Johnson’s St. Charles County 
farm following the abduction on 
April 20, 1931. 

Should the Court grant Rowe’s 
motion to quash, it would be possi- 
ble for the present grand jury, now 
in session, to hear the State’s evi- 
dence and vote a new indictment, 
remedying such technical defects 
as the Court might find in the orig- 
inal true bill. 

Lacy Files Davit’s Motion. 

Davit’s motion was filed by his 
lawyer, Verne Lacy, who asked that 
his client be informed whether he 
was charged with being a principal 
in the first degree, in the second de- 
gree or-an accessory. He also asked 
that the State detail the means by 
which it is alleged Dr. Kelley was 
confined, and that it detail “if, when 
and how” Davit is alleged to*have

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PLATES FOR NEW MONEY WITH 
NO GOLD PAYMENT PROMISE 


Treasury Preparing for Printing of 

‘ Bills Statement They Are 

Legal Tender. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June _ 7.—The 
Treasury is busy making new dies’ 
and plates for printing future bil- 
lions of paper money. 

Monetary legislation during the 
winter, chiefly through stopping 
gold payments, made necessary 
changes in the faces of United 
States notes, national bank notes, 
silver certificates and Federal Re- 
serve notes. 

Treasury officials said it would 
be months before expert craftsmen 
of the Bureau of Engraving and 
printing could complete all the new 
plates. | 

Meanwhile,-the old forms of pa- 
per money will continue to be used 
and all the stocks of paper money 
on hand, printed in the old style, 
will be issued as needed. 

Principal changes are the re- 
moval of the “payable in gold” 
clause. On all the new bills will be 
written that they are “legal tender’ 
and “redeemable in lawful money” 
at the Treasury. New gold certifi- 
cates are being printed also, not for 
circulation but to supply Federal 
Reserve banks with the backing for 
reserve notes. Old gold certificates 
no longer can che mere ‘legally.

A debtor company may file the 

petition without such approval. 
Two-Thirds Must Agree. 

Favorable court action on a com- 
position plan must be accompanied 
by written agreement by the hold- 
ers of two-thirds of the total claiths. 
If the company is not held actually 
insolvent, approval by stockholders 
representing majority holdings also 
is required. 

Throughout the country there are 
situations where holders of iarge 
amounts of claims have agreed to 
plans of settlement, but where ac- 
tion has been held up by minority 
creditors’ objections. 

Heretofore, it has been necessary 
for bondholders’ committee to go 
through foreclosure proceedings 
which required cash payment for 
the interest of dissenters. Even 
though a company’s assets were bid 
in at a low figure, it has frequently 
been difficult to arrange for this 
financing. 

In the past, many receiverships 
have, been long-drawn out because 
protective committees have endeav- 
ored to obtain deposit of a much 
higher percentage of claims to 
avoid a large payment. Courts also 
have been unwilling to authorize 
the sale of assets at low figures 
when a substantial minority failed 
to join in a reorganization. 

No Cash Necessary. 

Under the new law, no cash will 
be necessary. If a majority agrees 
to accept new securities in lieu of 
former claims, on court approval, 
the minority has to accept them 
also. 

In many cases, under existing 
conditions foreclosure and sale of 
a company’s property would leave 
nothing after the satisfaction of 
secured claims or senior bonds. 
The new law makes it much easier 
to leave stockholders and junior 
claimants with what might be 
termed securities of “recovery 
value,” while giving secured claims 
the preference due them.

May Seek Deportation.

“Silver Shirts,” who are headed by 
William Dudley Peliley. 

A possibility that the Govern- 
ment might seek to deport some 
persons as a result of disclosures 
in the Nazi investigation developed 
yesterday. Agents of the State, 
Postoffice and Labor Departments 
appeared at the hearing. The Jus- 
tice Department asked for a copy 
of all testimony. 

Evidence was given of a nation- 
wide distribution of Nazi “propa- 
ganda.” Fritz Gissibl, young or- 
ganizer of the friends of New Ger- 
many, told of obtaining pamphlets, 
imported from Germany, to dis- 
tribute in the United States. 

- Chapters in 17 Cities. 

Gissib] said the organization had 
chapters in 17 American cities and 
“five more will be organized with- 
In ten days.” : 

Back straight, chin thrust out, 
he said he saw nothing wrong with

He arose, at 
the request of Thomas W. Hard- 
wick, the committee counsel, and 
gave the “Heil Hitler” Nazi salute 
as cameras clicked and the audi- 
ence laughed. 

Gissibl denied any connection be- 
tween his organization and the Ger- 
man Government, but said that last 
February he made a trip to Ger- 
many and visited E. W. Bohle, a 
leader of the Nazi party, and Ru- 
dolph Hesse, a Hitler Cabinet mem- 
ber. 

He was attempting, he testified, 
to obtain a withdrawal of the rul- 
ing issued at the suggestion of the 
American Ambassador to Germany 
that members of the Friends of New 
Germany would not also belong to 
German National Socialist (Nazi) 
Party. The ruling stood despite his 
protests. 

Pamphlets Sent to United States.

PRESIDENT GETS 
TARIFF BILL: WILL 
SIN IT PROMPTLY 


Measure Sent to Roosevelt 
by House After Concur- 
rence in Senate Amend-| 
ments, 154 to 53. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—The ad- 
ministration’s reciprocal tariff bill 
granting President Roosevelt un- 
precedented powers to negotiate 
treaties to promote trade with other 
nations was in hig hands for signa- 
ture today after final approval by 
Congress. The President is expect- 
ed to sign it promptly. 

Congressional aetion was complet- 
ed yesterday. when the House ac- 
cepted the Senate amendments by a 
vote of 154 to 53. The Senate amend- 
ments limit to three years the time 
in which the President may nego- 
tiate reciprocal trade agreements 
and provide for notice to industries 
of contemplated negotiation of tariff 
acts to permit hearings. They place 
no limit, however, on the length of 
the trade pacts. 

50 Pct. Limit on Changes. 

The measure, generally consid- 
ered one of the most important of 
President Roosevelt's legislative 
proposals, gives him authority to 
move tariffs as much as 50 per cent 
up or down in negotiating trading 
pacts with other nations. It does 
not permit the transfer of articles 
to or from the dutiable lists. 

The prevent discrimination against 
any foreign country, the measure 
provides that when the President 
enters into a trade agreement with 
one nation, the new rates apply to 
all. However, the President is given 
authority to suspend the rates on 
articles from countries which dis- 
criminate against American com- 
merce, The chief executive also is 
empowered to terminate any trade 
agreement at any time, or any 
part of a pact affecting rates. 

Other Nations Make Overtures. 

With passage of the bill by Con- 
gress, Argentina and Germany im- 
mediately made overtures at the 
State Department. Others planned 
to get in the forefront of the 27 na- 
tions with which treaties are ex- 
pected. 

Dr. Hans Luther, German Am- 
bassador, said after a conference 
with Secretary of State Hull, that 
Germany was interested in ne- 
gotiating a revised treaty to super- 
sede an unconditional most-favored- 
nation agreement expiring in Octo- 
ber, 1935. 

Felipe A. Espil, Argentine Am- 
bassador, called to inquire how 
soon the Argentine-American nego- 
tiations would be resumed. Argen- 
tina was one of five countries with 
which negotiations were in prog- 
ress last fall when all were sus- 
pended pending action on the tar- 
iff bill. Much of the preliminary 
study about the Argentina matter 
has been. concluded and the treaty 
is expected to be among the first 
signed. 

Similar studies on commodities 
exchanged between the Unitcd 
States and Sweden, Brazil, Mexico 
and Canada have been in progress 
and early negotiations with those 
nations are expected. 

Officials in Charge. 

Hull will have general supervi- 
sion of the tariff revision program. 
Francis B. Sayre, Assistant Secre- 
tary, will be in immediate charge 
as chairman of the executive com- 
mittee on commercial policy. The 
committee, which with President 
Roosevelt’s approval will carry on 
negotiations, includes:

Eccles and Dr..Jacob Viner of the 
Treasury; Assistant Secretary of

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Attorney-General Says Holder 
£ License Under It Can't 
Sell Stronger Brew. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 7.— 
Attorney-General Roy McKittrick 
today declared it was illegal for a 
holder of a State permit for the 
sale of 3.2 per cent beer, to sell or 
to have on his premises any beer 
of greater alcoholic content or any 
intoxicating liquor. 

McKittrick said he had not is- 
sued a formal written opinion on 
the question, although he had re- 
ceived requests for a ruling from 
individuals and prosecuting attor- 
neys. So far he has not received 
such a request from State Liquor 
Supervisor E. J. Becker, who has 
charge of enforcement of the State 
liquor control law, or M. O. Raine, 
Supervisor of the Pure Food and 
Drug Division of the State Health 
Department, who has charge of en- 
forcement of the 3.2 beer Jaw. 

Says Law Is Specific. 

“There is no question about it in 
my mind,’ McKittrick said. The 
3.2 beer law is very specific in its 
language prohibiting the holder of 
a 3.2 beer permit from selling, or 
having on his premises, any strong- 
er beer or any intoxicating liquor. 
The liquor control law, of course, 
has nothing to do with 3.2 beer, but 
one operating under the 3.2 beer 
law cannot sell stronger beer or in- 
toxicating liquor.” 

McKittrick said he had not re- 
ceived a request for a ruling from 
Gov. Park, so far. Becker.and City 
Excise Commissioner Scullin of St. 
Louis, held a conference in St. 
Louis last Tuesday on the question 
of liquor sales in places with. 3.2 
beer permits, and it was decided 
that Becker should submit the 
question to Gov. Park. 

McKtitrick said the 3.2 beer law, 
passed by the regular session of the 
1933 Legislature, was not super- 
Seded by the liquor control law, 
passed by the more recent special 
session of the Legislature, as the 
liquor control law dealt only with 
beer and liquors with an alcoholic 
content in excess of 3.2 per cent by 
weight. 


Provisions of Law. 

One secteion of the 3.2 beer law 
provides that “it shall also be un- 
lawful for any holder of such per- 
mit (for sale of 3.2 beer) to keep 
or secrete, or to allow any other 
person to keep or secrete, in.or on 
the premises described in such per- 
mit, any intoxicating liquor includ- 
ing beer having an alcoholic con- 
tent in excess of 3.2 per cent by 
weight.” 

Another . provision requires that 
before a 3.2 beer permit may be 
issued, the applicant must sub- 
scribe to an oath that he will not 
allow any intoxicating liquor “of 
any kind or character, including 
beer having an alcoholic content 
in excess of 3.2 per cent by weight, 
to be kept, stored or secreted in 
or on the premises described in 
such permit, and that such appli- 
cant will not otherwise violate any 
law of this State, or knowingly al- 
low any other person to violate any 
law of this State’while in or on 
such - premises.”

The conferees compromised by ex- 
tending the period until July 1,

The conferees agreed to author- 
ize the RFC to lend the Insurance 
Corporation $250,000,000 on demand. 

The conferees,also agreed to re- 
peal a provision of the 1933 bank- 
ing law raising the minimum qual- 
ifying shares of bank directors to 
$2500 of stock.

BALTIMORE, June 7.—The two 


enginemen and only passenger ona 
Pennsylvania Railroac passenger 
train were killed last night when 
the train plunged down a 30-foot 
embankment at -Graystone, north 
of here. 

T. F. Bossom, engineer, and J. 
O. Blauser, fireman, both of Balti- 
more, were thrown clear of the en- 
gine cab as the locomotive imbed- 
ded itself into the myd bottom of 
the creek. The bodies were found 
shortly after day break, about 
eight hours after the. accident. 
Miss Margaret Frederick, 20 
years old, of Parkton, the passenger 
on the northbound local on the 
Baltimore-Harzvisburg branch, was 
scalded by steam when the boiler 
of .the locomotive exploded. She 
died a short time later in a Balti- 
more hospital. 

The accident was laid by mail- 
road men to spreading rails. The 
engine, tender and one coach 
plowed up about 150 feet of road- 
bed before plunging down the em- 
bankment. The other coach, car- 
rying the conductor and brakeman, 
kept on the track and passed over 
the bridge there before stopping. 
“T heard the crash,” said Charles 
Frederick, father of the girl and a 
railroad watchman at Whitehall, 
half a mile away, “but I didn’t 
know ‘what happened until some- 
body came back and told me.” 

He arrived on the scene of the 
wreck as three men were lifting his 
daughter out through a window of 
the coach. He accompanied her to 
the hospital. 

William Staller of Whitehall, one 
of the first arrivals, said it was 
dark when he got there but he 
heard a woman yelling. 

“I went through one of the brok- 
en windows of the coach,” he said. 
“TI found Miss Frederick lying un- 
conscious in the aisle.” Two other 
men helped him lift her out through 
a window. 

-Hundreds of spectators quickly 
gathered and many of ‘them vol- 
unteered to search for the two 
missing men: The headlights of au- 
tomobiles were turned. on- the 
wreckage to aid them in their work.

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REVENUE BILLS 


Business Men iss al ae 
Leaders Indorse Increase 
in License Tax on Stocks 
and Sales. —- 


A public hearing on a bill to in- 
crease .the license taxes on mer- 


chants’ and manufacturers’ stock 
and sales—one of four measures 
introduced by Mayor Dickmann to 
help make up the anticipated 
deficit of $2,452,000 in the city sink- 
ing fund—was held yesterday by 
the Legislation Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Virtually all of the merchants 
and manufacturers’ representatives 
who appeared seemed agreeable to 
the proposed increases, provided the 
other three revenue measures are 
also put into effect. 

The Public Safety Committee is 
holding a hearing today on _ the 
fourth measure—an inspection tax 
of 2 cents a gallon on 3.2 beer. 
Hearings were held Monday and 
Tuesday on proposed increases in 
the city gasoline tax and the im- 
position of a gallonage tax on 5 
per cent beer and hard liquor. 

Board to Act Tomorfow. 

It is likely that all of the meas- 
ures will come before the entire 
board for action tomorrow. Three 
of the measures seem certain of 
passage, but it appears that the 
gallonage tax, defeated in the prev- 
ious session of the board, may be 
defeated again tomorrow. 

At the hearing yesterday, passage 
of the license tax increases was 
urged by Mayor Dickmann . and 
City Counselor,Hay, chief adminis- 
tration spokesmen for the tax 
measures. Mayor Dickmann again 
urged any who thought the four 
measures unfair to send sugges- 
tions for other means of raising 
revenue to him or to the alder- 
men. 

L. F. Padberg, representing the 
Independent Retail Grocers Asso- 
ciation, comprising about 3000 in- 
dependent grocers, said his or- 
ganization favored the increases in 
license taxes because of the neces- 
sity of maintaining the city’s cred- 
it. George J. Schulte, editor of a 
grocers’ trade magazine, also fa- 
vored the increases, but said he 
was opposed to a general sales tax. 

Mayfield Favors Bill. 
Others who spoke for the bill in- 
cluded Frank M. Mayfield, pres- 
ident of Scruggs-Vandervoort-Bar- 
ney Dry Goods Co. and pres- 
ident of the Associated Retailers, 
and Carl E. Roessler Jr., represent- 
ing Hotel Jefferson. Both favored 
the bill as an emergency measure 
but expressed opposition to a sales 
tax. 

Maurice J. Cassidy, chairman of 
the Efficiency Board and former 
secretary of the Building Trades 
Council, said the Council favored 
all the revenue measures because 
their enactment would permit the 
sale of public improvement bonds 
and provide employment for many 
persons now out of work.

Anthony F. Ittner, former Circuit 


Judge, has filed his declaration of 


candidacy for a Republican nom- 
ination for a Circuit Judgeship, in 
the primary of Ang. 7. 

In 1928 Judge Ittner, seeking, re- 
election to the bench after serving 
one 6-year term, was defeated, al- 
though most of the other candi- 


dates on the Repubiican 
were elected in the Hoover land- 
slide of that year. He was one of 
three Republican judicial 
dates not indorsed by the St. Louis 
Bar Association. 


St. Louis Bar Association, in Feb- 
ruary, 1927, stated that Judge Itt- 
ner was “subject to grave criticism 
and censure” for his action in pre- 
paring bail bonds, signed in blank, 
which were used in his absence 
from the city by Sam Arky, ‘pro- 
fessional bondsman. In leaving 
these bonds with or for Arky, whom 
he termed “my friend,” Judge Itt- 
ner in effect delegated his judi- 
cial power to Arky, who could use 
the bonds for the release of any- 
one. 

Because it found no evidence of 
wrongful motive, the Grievance 
Committee stated that it did not 
feel justified in instituting impeach- 
ment proceedings against Judge 
Ittner. 

Arky was debarred from signing 
bonds in the St. Louis courts, after 
the State had obtained judgments 
on forfeitures of $4000 against him, 
and could find no property on which 
to levy. The, Missouri Association 
for Criminal Justice, in its report 
on court abuses, spoke of Arky’s 
case as “perhaps the most serious 
case of a professional bondsman be- 
ing permitted to ply his trade in 
spite of definite disqualifications.” 
Arky on Sept. 1, 1925, had forfeit- 
ures outstanding to the amount of 
$30,000, but he was then surety on 
$90,000 of bonds, of which Judge Itt- 
ner had aproved $65,000 worth. 
Judge Ittner said at the time that 
he had business relations with Arky, 
of which he would not speak in 
detail. 

Slot Machine Racket. 
Serious criticism of Judge Ittner 
‘resulted also from incidents of the 
mint-vending slot machine racket, 
operated here in 1926. 

The slot machines were nickel- 
catching devices appealing to school 
children.

Judge Ittner’s action of March 31. 

It showed that on March 25, six 
days before the granting of the in- 
junction, $10,000 was placed in es- 
crow by Jacob Katz and Edgar V. 
Maher with the Liberty Central 
Trust Co. Katz, a resident of Chi- 
cago, represented the slot machine 
interests. Maher, a St. Louis law- 
yer, was not an attorney of record 
in the slot machine case. 

The escrow agreement, placed in 
the hands of Alex Lewis, an em- 
ploye of the trust company, provid- 
ed that “when an injunction is 
granted in the Circuit Court per- 
taining-to operation of mint-vend- 
ing machines,” Lewis should pay 
Maher $2000 of the $10,000 placed 
in escrow, and should return the 
balance of $8000 to Katz in Maher's 
presence. But “in the event an in- 
junction is nots granted by April 
10, 1926,” the agreement directed 
Lewis to repay the entire $10,000 to 
Katz on demand. 


Payment to Ittner. 

On April 1, the day after Judge 
Ittner granted the injunction, Katz 
and Maher called on Lewis, and 
Lewis, in accordance with the 
agreement, paid Maher $2000 and 
returned $8000 to Katz. Maher de- 
posited the $2000 to his account at 
the Liberty Central, and Katz took 
his $8000 cashier’s check to the 
Franklin Bank and cashed it. 

Such a transactign ordinarfly 
would not have come to public no- 
tice. But it happened that Maher 
was one of counsel in the Ruther- 
ford murder case, the monetary set- 
tlement of which caused a grand 
jury inquiry. As part of that in- 
quiry, the grand jwry examined the 
bank accounts of Maher and others, 
and Maher’s $2000 deposit was 
shown. - Lewis was required to ex- 
plain the matter to-the grand jury, 
and thus the Katz-Maher uagree- 
ment, hinging on Judge Ittner’s of- 
ficial action, became known. 


Maher, when questioned, would 
say only that he had a business deal 
with Katz, details of which were a 
matter of legal confidence. It 
could not be learned why the $2000 
was paid to him, or why it was nec- 
essary to place $10,000 in escrow, 
when Maher, in any event, was to 
reecive not more than $2000. No 
statement could be obtained from 
Katz. Judge Ittner said he knew 
Katz, but not Maher, and that he 
had no knowledge of the Katz-Ma- 
He did not summon Katz 
or Maher into court for explanation 
of their transaction, which hinged 
on his decision. 

Judge Ittner said he had issued 
the injunction because of the com- 
pany’s contention that its machines 
were not gambling devices, and had 
allowed about the usual time, 20 
days, before a hearing. He said 
that if he had known there would 
be “such a stink’ about the matter, 
he might have set hearing earlier.

FILLING STATIONS 
ADDRESS STRIKERS 
IN ADVERTISEMENT 


Eight Large Companies Re- 

state Offer Rejected by 
Union to Continue Pre- 
vious Wages. 


Eight major ofl companies in- 
volved in the strike of union filling 
station attendants today advised 


the individual strikers, through 
newspaper advertisements, of the 
terms under which they can return 
to work. 

Neither side had changed its po- 
sition as the strike entered the 
sixth day. The companies reported 
plans for opening additional sta- 
tions under police protection. 

The terms set forth in the ad- 
vertisement, rejected by the union 
two days ago, would guarantee that 
minimum wages in effect before 
the strike was called, $90, $95 and 
$110 a month, would be continued 
for one year, Strikers would be 
returned to work as new employes, 
“as and when operations warrant.” 

Employe Representation. 

Employes would be allowed the 
right of representation by represen- 
tatives of their own choosing. Dis- 
putes over the- dismissal of em- 
ployes for violation of rules would 
be submitted to a conciliator of the 
United States Department of Labor 
in case satisfactory adjustment can 
not be obtained by representatives 
of the company and the employes. 

Controversies over policy changes 
involving working conditions, which 
cannot be settled between the com- 
pany and employe representatives, 
would be submitted for conciliation 
to the Petroleum Labor Policy 
Board. 

Gasoline Shortage. 

With reférence to uncontrollable 
service station gasoline shortages, 
the companies agree to abide by the 
reports of Government experts, who 
are now investigating that phase of 
the industry. The union had de- 
manded a shortage allowance in fa- 
vor of the employes, who, in many 
instances, are required to pay for 
the shortage. The companies also 
agree to supply each employe with 
six sets of coveralls a year, the 
employes to bear the expense of 
keeping the clothing presentable. 

H. T. Ashton, representing the 
eight major concerns, said the com- 
panies were not seeking new em- 
ployes. According to Ashton, 1130 
men of a total former enrollment 
of 1518 reported for work yester- 
day. The companies operated 315 
of their’ 550 stations, Ashton said.

Meanwhile the consumer, whoO/ers, especially 
the prices in the role of protestant, 
is confrorited with higher prices 
than existed in the “boom years.” 

Particularly is this true of the 
standard coal from nearby St. Clair 
and Madison Counties, the fuel 
used by the majority of those of 
moderate income. The retail price 
of this coal has been set at $5.80 
a ton, representing an increase of 
as much as $1.80 a ton over prices 
which were obtainable last year 
and in other years, including 1926, 
1928, and 1930. 

This price gives the average deal- 
er, whose coal supply is handled 
by rail, a margin of about $3 a ton, 
after deducting the cost of the coal 
at the mine and the freight rate to 
his yard. The difference between 
his margin and operating expenses 
represents profit. In the case of a 
dealer who trucks his coal from 
the mine the margin may be 
greater. 


Cost at Mine Down. 


Examination of average figures 
indicates the price at the mine to 
the dealer to be $1.75 a ton, his 
freight cost is $1.05. No advance in 
freight-rate has occurred since last 
season while the price at the mine 
is 25 cents lower than it was last 
March, five cents lower than last 
winter and five cents higher than 
last October. 

While advances are effective in 
all grades, the largest advance is 
in the comparatively inexpensive 
coal mined in this immediate area. 
The price increase in the more ex- 
pensive grade, mined in Franklin 
County and nearby Southern Mlinois 
points, is but 30 cents a ton, an in- 
crease in retail price of from $6.50 
to $6.80. 

These disparities have given rise 
to charges and counter charges be- 
tween various factions of dealers 
and mine operators. So many di- 
verse elements, involving about 3200 
local dealers and many Illinois op-

Small Dealer Problem. 
Certain truckers, too, anticipate 
concentration of coal shipments by 
railroad.

Justification for the price sched- 
ule, established as an “emergency 
measure,” as outlined by Clarence 
V. Beck, executive secretary of the 
code authority, includes mounting 
operation costs of dealers—which 
must be deducted from margins— 
involving increased wage schedules 
under the NRA and employment of 
more men necessitated by shorten- 
ing of the working week. 

Other elements involve conditions 
at the mines, he pointed out, in- 
cluding the consideration of fac- 
tors affecting the mine code which 
he said was based on “competitive 
conditions,” while the retailers code

Beck, who also is executive sec- 
retary of the Coal Exchange, point- 
ed out that the comparatively large 
increase in the price of the lower 
e of fuel was necessary to elim- 
inate “unfair competitive conditions

Low Prices and Regulation. 
Were a lower price to be set, he 
asserted, it would be “impossible to

Louis represent individuals who 
own and drive their truck, selling at 
a margin so close to the mine price 
that “the man who makes the price 
for all is the trucker who can live 
the cheapest and the dirtiest.” 
Besides establishing prices, the

Detailing some of the economic 
factors which he said were con- 
sidered in setting the prices, Beck 
reported that in some _ instances 
prices at the mines had increased 
as much as 75 and 95 cents a ton. 
The bituminous code, he said, has 
put the mining industry on a 7-hour 
day, increased wages and conse- 
quent operating costs. 

About 10,000 Employed. 

Beck estimated that about 10,000 
men are employed in the coal in- 
dustry in St. Louis by some 200 
dealers, comprising “efficient units” 
which afforded some of the data 
upon which the prices were based. 
The shortened work week, he éx- 
plained, should result in.an employ- 
ment increase of from 1000 to 2000 
men by autumn. 

Since the coal business is at a 
low ebb at this season, he conceded, 
it is unlikely that employment fig- 
ures will show an immediate in- 
crease. Individual income of some 
of the men, members of unions 
recognized by certain companies, 
Beck said; would not be increased 
appreciably since they already ap- 
proach code requirements but com- 
pany costs would increase because 
of the necessity of adding more 
men. In the case of some small 
concerns, he said, wages would 
show an immediate advance. 
Reiterating that “competitive 
conditions’” prompted the increase 
in the lower grade of fuel, which 
he estimated at about 29 per cent 
—from a $4.50-a-ton average to 
$5.80—he said the average family 
used but “five or six tons a year” 
and that the code eliminates secret 
discounts, permitting a 5 per cent 
discount for cash or for payment 
within 30 days. 

Hard to Obtain Data. 
Difficulty in obtaining cost data 
from the mass of dealers, he ex- 
plained, was enhanced because 
many small dealers do not employ 
accounting methods and fail to al- 
low for such items as depreciation 
on their property, or salary for 
themselves. 

Apart from the plight of the 
consumer as indicated by the pro- 
test of the Board of Education 
when bids were submitted under 
NRA prices—attention is attracted 
to the Madison-St. Clair fields be- 


cause with the advent of other 


ing devices this form of cheaper 
coal has become increasingly im- 
portant to the coal industry. 

Some small dealers contend they 
could sell at a fair profit with lit- 
tle if any advance over last year’s 
prices, pointing out that credit and 
selling costs applying to large con- 
cerns do not figure in their opera- 
tions. They fear, too, that so many 
individual truckers will attempt to 
reap the benefit of higher prices 
that competition will be sharpened 
for the business not obtained by 
the big companies. 


Fewer Purchases Expected. 

Another element affecting their 
present calculations is the anticipa- 
tion that consumers may not buy 
coal this summer, on the theory that 
prices may not advance much fur- 
ther next winter and may be reduced 
if protests are effective. Should this 
eventuate, certain small concerns, 
which have no ice business to carry 
them in the summer, would suffer 
losses.

“Socialists Intend to Seek 
Power by Organization 
and the Ballot.”

NEW YORK, June 7. — Norman 
Thomas, Socialist candidate for 
President in 1928 and 1932, replied 
yesterday to the attack made on 
him and his program at the Social- 
ist party convention in Detroit last 
week by Louis Waldman, New York 
State Socialist leader. 

Waldman led an _ unsuccessful 
fight against a declaration of prin- 
ciples which he described as “Com- 
munist, anarchist and illegal.” 

Thomas said the party’s declara- 
tion was a warning that “democ- 
racy will not take war and Fas 
cism lying down.” The _ doctrine 
adopted by the convention, he said, 
“explicitly indorses democracy in 


industry and politics,” and “obli- 
gates the party to use democratic 
methods.” 


“Socialists intend to seek power 
by economic and political organiza- 
tion and by ballot,’ Thomas said, 
“but clearly American Socialists, in 
the event of victory at the polls, 
ought not to allow capitalistic il- 


them. In the event of a complete 
collapse they cannot allow a pa- 
thetic and futile devotion to a for- 
mal ahd mechanical theory of de- 
mocracy to prevent them, if other- 
wise they are able, from setting up 
power to establish order and creat- 
ing the conditions of true democ- 
racy. 

“The German Socialists have told 
the world that they see this now. 
Possibly if they had seen it as 
clearly in 1919, and still later when 
they allowed a Prussian police Ser- 
geant to unseat the whole Prussian 
Cabinet, the world would not have 
on its hands the intolerable tyran- 
ny of Hitler.” 

To Waldman’s charge that the 
principle of mass resistance to war 
is illegal, Thomas conceded that, “in 
the event of war, our action would 
become illegal,” but went on to say 
that “certainly is not illegal now.” 
He said the principles would guide 
the Socialist party only iri the 
event of “a complete breakdown in

is reported by the Department of 
Commerce in a “world economic re- 
view, 1933.” 

The review was prepared wnder 
the direction of Willard Thorp, as 
director of the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce, from 
which position he recently resigned 
when President Roosevelt withdrew 
his nomination because of senato- 
rial opposition. 

“A successfully functioning eco 
nomic system,” the review said, 
“must continually maintain a vast 
number of factors in a sort of bal- 
ance, 

What Must Be Done. 

“Changes are continually being 
made which require adjustments aH 
along the line, but there are under-~ 
lying relationships which must be 
maintained—proper balance among 
industries, a balance of purchasing 
power and products offered for sale, 
healthy price relationships, a satis- 
factory working agreement between 
labor and capital, and a hundred 
others. 

“In earlier times, these were sup- 
posed to be kept in order by vari- 
ous natural forces, but experience 
has shown competition and the price 
system to be insufficient to pre 
serve the balance. 

“It is necessary, therefore, to un- 
dertake the infinitely more difficult 
process of consciously planning the 
controls to be employed. 

“They may be private; they may 
be public. 

“They may be merely the sharp- 
ening of old tools, or the invention 
of new and ingenious devices. 

“This is the central problem that 
1933 leaves for solution.”

The 
necessity by which it is confronted now is the re- 
sult of a similar lopsided economy as between the 
industrial East and the agricultural West and South. 

The country boys and the toiling masses of the 
cities are in the saddle.

RIDING A GOOD HORSE TO DEATH. . 


»the extent to which a very good horse—the gaso- 
line tax—is being ridden to death is graphically 
brought out in the report of Baird H. Markham, di- 
rector of the American Petroleum Industries Com- 
mittee, just issued. The steady advance in tax rates 
has produced the gasoline bootlegger, Mr. Markham 
Says, and has led to much tax evasion, adulteration 
and substitution of inferior fuel for advertised 
brands. This has increased the difficulties of taxing 
units in making collections, and has caused an esti- 
mated loss of $25,000,000 to $100,000,000 annually. 

The original purpose of this tax (for building and 
maintaining roads) has been so greatly lost to sight 
that last year, when the states collected $518,000,000 
from this source, more than one-third was diverted 
to other uses. The burden on the motorist has been 
increased from an average tax of nine-tenths of a 
cent per gallon in 1923 to 5.4 cents last year. A. 
sales tax of 10 per cent is the highest that can be 
collected successfully, in Mr. Markham’s opinion, yet 
the average state and Federal rate in 1933 was 43.59 
per cent of the retail price and more than 100 per 
cent of the wholesale price!

LAWYERS DENY ICES 
GHARGE OF BLACKMAL 


Chicagoans Tell Bar Commit- 
tee They Didn’t Threaten 
Secretary. ’ 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, June 7.—Charges by 
Secretary of the Interior Ickes that 
two Chicago attorneys had at- 
tempted to blackmail him were 
categorically denied from the wit- 
ness stand yesterday by the law- 
yers. 

Lucius J. M. Malmin and C. W. 
Larsen, respondents in disbarment 
proceedings brought by Ickes, told 
members of the Chicago Bar As- 
sociation Grievance Committee they 
had not threatened him. They in- 
sisted at no time had they been 
guilty of unprofessional conduct. 

Larsen’s Testimony. 

Larsen said he néver mentioned 
to Ickes the bill of complaint to 
the Bar Association which he had 
drawn up charging Ickes with mis- 
management of an estate. He fur- 
ther asserted he had never asked 
Ickes for a Government job. 

Denying he had entered into a 
conspiracy with Malmin to permit 
the latter to use the bill of cam- 
plaint to obtain jobs for either or 
both of them, Larsen said he had 
appealed to Malmin only to aid in 
obtaining settlement of the estate. 
He had given Malmin the complaint 
petition, he said, so Malmin would 
be fully informed on the case. Lar- 
sen said when he learned Malmin 
was going to Washington, he asked 
him only to seek a settlement with 
Ickes.

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By Mrs. A. S. Langsdort 
é< ACATION, temptation, that’s 
V wnat vacation means,” was 
the refrain in the song at the 

final schoo] session when mapy of 
us of the older generation wert 
children. It was just another way 
of saying that during the summer 
months “the goblins will git yer, of 
yer don’t watch out.” And perhaps 
that is the way many parents feel 
about the leisure time facing the 
children when the last day of school 
arrives. Those parents 
no plan for keeping the children 
busy and happy, dread vacation 
days, while those who have a plan, 
look forward to the opportunity for 
closer association with the young- 
sters and realize that free time can 
be time in which the child is really 
re-created. . Unplanned vacations 
give rise to nagging and torment- 
“What shall I do now?” cries 


ing. 
bored and restless Johnny, while 
mother with overwrought nerves 


responds irritably: “It’s a pity you 
can’t find something’ to do without 
bothering me!” 

The problem of free time  pre- 
sented no difficulties in the days 
when the child was needed to help 
on the farm. Vacations meant in 
those days education no less real 
because it was not spent in the 
school room. In the home, on the 
farm, in the forest, various skills 
were acquired; skill with cooking, 
skill with the hoe, the age of the 
spinning-wheel, skill with carpen- 
ter’s tools for youth had to learn 
to build fences and make furniture. 
But the urban child, and even the 
child in rural communities today is 
confronted by a totally different 
situation. The machine has taken 
over many of his skills, and his 
participation is no longer so neces- 
sary for the successful running of 
the home or farm. 

Mere idlenéss is ruinous and 
breeds mischief. As Angelo Patri 
says: “We are ready to take the 
curse out of labor, but we must be 
sure to take the curse out of leis- 
ure.” The community must recog- 
nize its responsibility in this re- 
spect. While the co: .munity prob- 
lem is one of training the entire 
people in leisure time activities, the 
vacation problem of the children is 
the thing that concerns us in this 
article. Unfortunately, just as the 
various school systems in the coun- 
try were beginning to plan for 
creative activity, and were incor- 
porating in their curricula more 
and more courses designed to en- 
rich life by developing various skills 
and interests, along came the de- 
pression and the demand for re- 
trenchment in school expenditures. 
“Back to the three Rs and away 
with the fads and frills!” was the

enlightened. Just as man cannot 
live by bread alone, he cannot real- 


ly live by the mere acquisition of 


the so-called essentials, “reading, 
writing, arithmetic.” As one writer 
said: “When you go back to the 
wood-burning stove, when you tear 
out your electric lights and go back 
to the coal-oil lamp, when you rip 
out your telephone, resurrect your 
horse and buggy and scrap your au-

Rs, and not until then. For one is 
as absurd and as impossible as the 


other.” 
E how to express oneself in the 
realm of art, music, dancing; it 
means the acquisition of manual 
skills; it means learning to ap- 
preciate beauty in all dts forms; it 
means the development of the body 
through athletics which are de- 
signed so that all children can par- 
ticipate and not merely the privi- 
ledged few. Well-directed athletics 
are good not only for the develop- 
ment of strong bodies but also for 
strong characters. There is good 
discipline in learning how to “play 
the game squarely” and good sports- 
manship in learning how to face 
defeat as well as victory. Children 
learn social adjustment through 
group activity. When this adjust- 
ment has not been made in the 
years preceding adolescence, the 
difficulties. in those years are 
much increased. 


Some communities while aware of 
both the problem and the need have 
up to date failed to put into exe- 
cution any comprehensive plan de- 
signed to “take the curse out of 
leisure.” Unfortunately, St. Louis 
is one of these communities. We 
have no co-ordination of the school 
and the municipal playground sys- 
tem, and the threatened economy 
on the part of the school board 
threatens seriously one of the 
sources for purposeful play activity 
in neighborhoods where municipal 
playgrounds do not exist. As 
one boy mournfully exclaimed: 
“Where's the gang going ‘to play 
baseball?” In New York ¢o-op- 
eration between school and mu- 
nicipality has been made possible 
by law. In that city play schools 
have been in operation for 12 
years. “Informality of procedure is 
one of the major keynotes to their 
success. Creative expressional ac- 
tivities dominates the flexible pro- 
gram, They touch the field of

physical activity, nature, art, hand- 
craft, music, dramatics, although 
reading is not neglected. Trips are 
taken to interesting places. -Chil- 
dren and teachers take luncheon 
together and at this time niceties in 
table manners are given ample su- 
pervision. Much is made of group 
activities and children are given 
ample opportunity to help in plan- 
ning many of the school’s projects 
and procedures. Stress is also laid 
on health, not as a “subjéct” but 
rather as “a good way of life.” 
Surely municipalities that spend 
thousands of dollars on juvenile 
delinquency might do well to turn 
their attention to preventing de- 
linquency by spending a like 
amount on leisure time activities. 
“Has the home no responsibility 
in meeting the child’s needs dur 
ing the vacation period? Does the 
problem belong only to the munici- 
pality and the school?” are ques- 
ons you might well ask. How 
bout the backyards that could be 
used as playgrounds, how about the 
basements that could be used as 
workshops! Much could be done 
by an intelligent and- imaginative 
mother to bring. together the chil- 
dren in her neighborhood for hap- 
py group activity. But it does take 
imagination, a quality many either 
do not possess or have not taken 
the trouble to cultivate, in order to 
meet with adequate suggestions, the 
child’s “What’ll I do next?” It is

E6QNLOSE your ears to John 
(CWooiman one century and 
you will get John Brown the 
with Grant to follow.” 80 
Trevelyan, the English historian, 
wrote recently about our American 
Civil War; and his words ought to 
make us ponder. 
Woolman was a gentle-hearted 
teacher of the Society of Friends, 
a sad St. Francis of the New World. 
Not sad by nature, but because of 
the wrongs and oppressions of s0- 
ciety, and the hard lot of the 
poor. 
Like an embodied conscience, he 
walked among men, having a “con- 
cern,” as the Quakers say, about 
human slavery. Food cooked by 
slaves he could not eat—it made 
him physically ill, literally so. 
With persistent, persuasive ear- 
nestness he pleaded that the slaevs 
be set free. Most of the Quaker 
folk heeded his words and released 
their slaves. Other folk, too, felt 
that Woolman was right, but they 
wanted compensation for the loss of 
such valuable property. 
Woolman died, leaving his im- 
mortal “Journal,” which Charles 
Lamb said we ought to know by 
heart. But the freeing of the Ne- 
gro slaves was as far off as ever. 
Almost a century later came the 
Civil War. 
Our fathers heard the warning 
voice of John Woolman, but they 
did not heed it. They thought him 
a sentimentalist, a dreamer, a mys- 
tic. But wrong unrighted is a ter- 
rible thing, and their sons heard 
the rattle of rifles and the thunder 
of artillery—with blood, fire, and 
tears. 
Warning voices sound through the 
world today, not in whispers, or 
gently’ persuasive, but hoarsely, 
harshly, in angry tones, and their 
echoes ride all the winds. Even 
those whose ears are stuffed with 
selfishness must be aware of a 
mood of revolt, of protest, of 
threat. 

If we cannot hear, surely we must 
see what is before our eyes. Some 
things cannot go one. It is folly 
not to face facts, also we shal] have 
to reckon with forces which we ean 
neither resist nor control. 

“He that hath ears to hear let 
him hear,” said Jesus; and if the 
facts do not teach us, neither would 
we believe though one arose from 
the dead!
